Mrs. Savago was never the lawful wife of tho 
m urdered m an. 
The history of the case, 
neatly printed, would be a capital assistant 
for life insurance agents In general to carry 
round with them .

Philadelphia, Septem ber, 1825, was M. W . G. 
M. of Pennsylvania Iii 1829, had the distinc­ 
tion of being arrested in 1839, together with 
Geom M. Dallas, during the anti-secret so­ 
ciety spasm , and in 1831 was district deputy 
for the northw estern states north of 4 0 ° , and 
in that capacity Instituted u great num lter of 
lodges. 
His body was followed to the grave 
by over COO Odd Fellows on foot, and 500 
persons in carriages and sleighs.

—II. II., in her “ Bits of T alk," is im press­ 
ed w ith the children of Nova Scotia, who are 
superior in appearance, size, and health to 
tho children of th# New {England and Middle 
Blate*. 
T here 
was scarcely a sickly one 
am ong 
them ; such brilliant 
cheeks, such 
m erry eye-, such evident stren g th ; broad- 
shouldered, straig h t, and slim ly, and their 
face* woce a quiet, unharrassed expression. 
The clim ate has undoubtedly som ething to do 
with tins, the air tieing moist, and the m ercury 
rarely rising alcove c o 3 or fulling below IO®.

So it 
seem s th a t to have rosy, ruddy, calm children 
we m ust reorganize our schools, aud taking 
Nova Scotia for an exam ple, no child should 
bs sent to school.under seven years of age, or 
kept in school m ore than six hours a day, w ith 
an h o u rs interm ission, and no learning les­ 
sons out of school allowed. 


T r i n i t y ' • YI c i l l IU a u d I ' u l i r ) . 
The Y ear Book of T rinity parish,N ew York, 
deals witli the fairy stories of the w ealth of 
th at corporation in a sum m ary way. 
It says 
m ach «»the property beld by tho parish yields 
no Inc*Tie. 
This includes the church yards 
of Trinity und Bt. P aul’s chapel, much of the 
burial ground on Hudson street, aud the cem ­ 
etery a t C arm an s\die. 
Those not only yield 
uothiog, but are a source of considerable 
yearly e x p o se . 
In Trinity Cem etery the sale 
of plots produces a sm all sum yearly, which, 
with much more, is exjieuded in im prove­ 
m ents in the cem etery itself, Leaving out tho 
account of the unproductive |>ortiou of the 
estate am i estim ating only th a t part whicn 
jield s an income, “ the property In all proba­ 
bility Is not worth more than from $7,000,000 
to $8,000,000. 
The entire incom e from all 
sources of revenue during the last financial 
year was in round num lters only about $500,- 
000.”

hoarded. 
Much 
is 
consum ed 
by

exjtenses

one-lenth

Gifts to 
churches were freely m ade and secured by 
m ortgages on the property of the beneficiary 
church, to prevent the alif nation of th at prop­ 
erty. 
A pursuance of this policy till now, on 
the old scale, would have seriously crippled 
T rinity’s finances. 
A definite change was 
made. 
Gifts were restricted to the diocese of 
New York, and finally to the parish proper, 
except in cases where poor churches had be­ 
com e dependent on the corporation. 
L ater 
still, 
as 
the 
upw ard 
grow th 
of 
New 
York 
threatened 
to 
leave 
deserted 
the ancient 
church building 
down town, 
T rinity devoted itself to m am U iolng public 
worship in the old field, while the grow th of 
the parish in the upjtcr part. of the city was 
also to be carefully {attended to. 
The down 
town regions are regarded as a special field, 
and it is held th at a g reat p art or the m eans 
of the cor|K>ralion should bespout In m inister­ 
ing to their spiritual welfare. 
'A ccordingly 
nine churches are m aintained either wholly or 
in great p a rt for th a t purpose, and the work 
is extended as fast as the m eans a t com m and 
perm it. There are eighteen New York church­ 
es outside the parish which, aa m entioned 
above, have becom e partly dependent upon It 
aud still receive its ald.

be forfeited by you, and that it lie sent to the 
County r o o r House. 
—II. II., in her “ Bits of Talk,” is impress­ 
ed with the children of Nova Scotia, who are 
superior in appearance, size, and health to 
the children of the New [England and Middle 
States. 
There 
was scarcely a sickly one 
among 
them; such brilliant 
cheeks, such 
merry eyes, such evident strength; broad- 
shouldered, straight, and sturdy, and their 
faces wore a quiet, unharrassed expression. 
The climate has undoubtedly something to do 
with this, the air being moist, nndtbe mercury 
rarely rising above 80 ° or falling below 10 ° . 
There are no public schools in Nova Scotia, 
and in contrasting the state of the children 
with a similar class in the United Slates II. 
H. come3 to the broad conclusion that it is 
better to have no schools at all than to have 
such public schools as are now killing off our 
children. 
In Massacliusetts^more than two- 
firihs of all the children .die before they are 
twelve years old. 
In Nova Scotia the pro­ 
portion is less than one-third. 
In Massachu­ 
setts the mortality from disease^of the brain 
and nervous system is eleven per cen t.; in 
Nova Ssotia it is only eight per cent. 
So it 
seems that to have rosy, ruddy, calm children 
we must reorganize our schools, and taking 
Nova Scotia for an example, no child should 
b i sent to school.under seven years of age, or 
kept in school more than six hours a day, with 
an hour's intermission, and no learning les­ 
sons out of school allowed.

T r i n i t y ’s W e a lth and. P o lic y . 
The Year Book of Trinity parish,New York, 
deals witli the fairy stories of the wealth of 
that corporation in a summary way. 
It says 
much i i the property held by the parish yields 
no iucome. 
This includes the church yards 
of Trinity and St. Paul’s chapel, much of the 
burial ground on Hudson street, and the cem­ 
etery at Carmanst Ule. 
These not only yield 
uothiDg, but are a source of considerable 
yearly expense. 
In Trinity Cemetery the sale 
of plots produces a small sum yearly, which, 
with much more, is expended in improve­ 
ments in the cemetery itself, Leaving out the 
account of the unproductive portion of the 
estate and estimating only that part whicn 
yields an income, “ the property in all proba­ 
bility is not worth more than from $7,000,000 
to $8,000,000. 
The entire income from all 
sources of revenue during the last financial 
year was in round numbers only about $500,- 
000.” 
Of 
this 
not a dollar 
is 
hoarded. 
Mucli 
is 
consumed 
by 
the 
expenses 
of the 
estate, 
and 
one-tenth 
is 
given 
to 
the 
poor 
outside 
the 
parish. 
Iudeed 
the 
cases 
for 
aid 
have 
been 
so 
frequent 
and 
imperative 
that 
works of great importance te the parish have 
been delayed by compliance. 
Sixteen years 
ago the policy of the corporation had been for 
years the extension of the influence of the 
Episcopal 
Church in this state. 
Gifts to 
churches were freely made and secured by 
mortgages on the property of the beneficiary 
church, to prevent the alienation of that prop­ 
erty. 
A pursuance of tbis policy till now, on 
the old scale, would have seriously crippled 
Trinity’s finances. 
A definite change was 
made. 
Gifts were restricted to the diocese of 
New York, and finally to the parish proper, 
except in cases whero poor churches had be­ 
come dependent on the corporation. 
Later 
still, 
as 
the 
upward 
growth 
of 
New 
York 
threatened 
to 
leave 
deserted 
the ancient 
church building 
down town, 
Trinity devoted itself tp maintaining public 
worship in the old field,Wvhiie the growth of 
the parish in the upper part of the city was 
also to be carefully |atlcndcd to. 
The down 
town regions are regarded as a special field, 
and it is held that a great part of the means 
of the corporation should be spent in minister­ 
ing to their spiritual welfare. 
-Accordingly 
nine churches are maintained either wholly or 
In great part for that purpose, and the work 
is extended as fast a3 the means at command 
permit. There are eighteen New York church­ 
es outside the parish which, as mentioned 
above, have become partly dependent upon it 
gud still receive its aid.

this belief they found serious apprehensions 
concerning tho religious future of the current 
generation. 
Investigation is so bold and as­ 


siduous into every department and field ol 
facts that they who cling to time-honored 
faiths as t he only sure anchorage for a human 
soul, ato pardonably solicitous about Hic out­ 
come or it all. 
What the microscopo tells as 
to Hie composition of the blood and what th 
8)>ectrosco|Ki asserts concerning the rnetalli 
structure of the stars are to these good pei 
pie secrets with which finite man has uo bu 
ness to meddle; and whose possession by hi 
is not unlike the holding of gems stolen frol 
the neck of a murdered queen. It Is imagin 
that the kind of knowledge created and fo 
ululated by the constant and universal pryin 
of men Into hitherto unexplored mysteries i 
in seine way inimical to the growth of rover 
coco for the Supremo Being and consequently! 
damaging to the influence of those practical^ 
systems of salvation and spiritual culture! 
which have been set up. 
The only rational 
ground for such a fear as this would be the 
{traduction on the part of science of a de­ 
graded or materialized habit of thought in the 
minds of men at large. 
Now, Iii the few sen­ 
tences which it is possible for us to devote to 
to the point at issue, we desire to say that 
this is not the tendency of recent knowledge. 
Our grandfathers were saddled and weighed 
down with Hie grossest materialism. 
Those 
“ {lions and painefull’’ old gentlemen sup-, 
jiosed the eartli to lie an inexorable mass o f 
soil, rock and water, unchangeable except bf 
the last mighty and miraculous fire winch 
should finally give them “ Hie new heavens 
and the new earth ” of the apostolic prophecy. 
That was materialism indeed; heavy enough 
to oppress more tender spirits than theirs. 
But we have changed all that. 
We see 
now 
that nothing is at rest; mountains 
are 
being 
taken 
down 
here 
and 
erected there—seas are altering the coast­ 
lines—slow changes of climate are originat­ 
ing new varieties of fruit and new orders of 
men—clay, flint aud limestone come and go 
like snow-flakes, though not quite so soon—a 
lump of granite is but a balance of forces and 
is not possessed of an identity of its own— 
all is force, energy, and is definitely related 
to every solidified fact under Heaven. 
This 
is not materialism, it is dynamism; the law 
of regulated spiritual power. 
All thiugs are 
found to be mutually convertible —gravity 
may become heat, heat may become affinity— 
affinity may turn into heat again. 
The man 
who sees this and really appreciates it is so 
mach nearer to a true notion of how divinity 
works through and crystallizes into material 
forms; and so much nearer h worthy appre­ 
hension of Christianity. 
No na!ion was ever 
so materialistic and beastly us ^the Jews un­ 
der Moues, ami none so ignorant of “ science." 
The whole case is not hard to understand; 
when men please to be wicked, no creed will 
help them—when they care to be good, every 
atom of knowledge is of use to them. 
If the 
over-zealous defenders of the Bible would dis­ 
turb themselves less about their pet interpre­ 
tations aud leave its, main truths to justify 
themselves or full, there would come a lime of 
mighty comfort in the churches, and a valu­ 
able saving of breath aud printers’ ink. 
This 
is the most spiritual, tile most progressive, 
the most religious, the most philanthropic age 
that ever was; and every new fact coaxed 
down from the stars, dug out of the earth, or 
cut oat of the human body, is a p e b b le in tin* 
pavement of the city of all saints.

Mr. COBB of Kansas sup|*orted the bill, for 
one reason, that it was th* only mean* of 
k e e p in g the |ieoplc informed of the acts of 
th e ir representative.* in Congress. If there w a s 
to lie no opportunity for this except through 
reporters for ncwspa|M?rs thou the source of 
I lower was in the bauds of the* gentlemen in 
the gallery aud not iii (lit* hands of Un* mem­ 
bers themselves. 
Mr. WAHI) of Illinois opposed the bill be­ 
cause the Philadelphia Convention aud I leal 
Bepublieaii conventions had declared against 
the franking privilege and he bad lint learned 
that any considerable body of citizens favored 
its restoration. 
Mr. WILLIAMS of Massachusetts bad been 
u disciple of Horace Greeley for many years 
and from him had imhifaxl the spirit of oppo­ 
sition lo franking privileges. 
He had been 
one of the most fierce workers iu its audition. 
His later e x ig e n c e on the Postal and other 
committees had revolutionized his opinions 
ami now he favored tim bill under considera­ 
tion. 
Mr. BUTLED of Massachusetts favored the 
hill ill lengthy remarks, in which he paid ids 
compliments to the newsletters in his usual 
mu Miler. 
At the close of Butler’s remarks Mr. PACK­ 
ER OI Pennsylvania, why has charge of the 
bill, demanded tim previous question, refusing 
to adm it any amendment except a substitute 
odored by Hale of New York lo rectal the 
law which abolishes the franking privilege. 


Til* previous question was seconded—112 
to 04. 
The vote on ordering the main ques­ 
tion wa* taken by yeas and nays and resulted 
in yeas 120, nays 117, the Democrats almost 
uniformly voting in the negative. 


En liber action on the bill went over (iii to­ 
morrow* and then at 4.45 o’clock the House 
t(M»k a recess. 
The evening session is to Im* 
for th** consideration of the bill to revise the 
statutes.

S. D. Coy Ice adati resumed upon the cross­ 
examination by Mr. Fowler, testified—Am 
not positive whether Cooper called on me 
more than once in relation to the $27,000 
m ortgage; I think he said he had no idea that 
the $25,000 of bonds had been stolen; he said 
lie would let me know when they wanted me 
as a witness In the Brodhead reference; Mr. 
S. and myself examined Hie ledger from which 
I look the memorandum, together at the desk; 
Mr. S. remarked that that might bo important 
•lie n e e , and I said I would take a copy of it, 
and I did so in lead pencil; Mr. S. says lie 
once asked me for a copy of thai memoran­ 
dum, but I have no recollection of his so do­ 
ing; any one at any time could have a copy 
of it; it purported to be an account of certain 
bonds, certain money paid for certain pur­ 
poses; whether I or Mr. S. first discovered tile 
particular page I can’t say; there were many 
things upon this particular page in the ledger; 
it contained items of money paid for services

Tile coujkjiis were al­ 
ways cancelled, so far as I know. 
James ll. Folawt—During Hie summer and 
Fall of 1871 I was clerk Iii Treasurer * office; 
was sworn and examined in the Brodhead ref­ 
erence as to Hie 925,000 iu bonds claimed to 
have been ios t or stolen. 
It was admitted that the witness testified 
before Referee Scott, arnoug other things, as 
follow,*: “ Recollect that 
Brodhead let me 
count a lot of bonds, take the numbers, and 
do them up; think there were $25,000 of 
them; I counted aud tied them up and put 
them in the safe, as lie told me I should; nev­ 
er did anything else with them ; never saw 
them again to my knowledge, or heard any­ 
thing about them until Brodhead was sick; 
he then asked me about them ; I wa* not al­ 
ways present when tile committee were inves­ 
tigating; the doors were not kept locked; Hie 
$39,300 bond* not signed were at Brodhead’* 
house; before the bonds were signed they 
were all Mitered iii a book, commencing with 
tile $1,000 bonds, each series by itself; there 
wa* no record kept; when sold thoy were 
marked sold ou tho book; when I took the 
bonds I wrote op{H)site eacli number “sold;” 
the entries in the book, where rtexcbanged” 


taken out aud "sold” afterwards entered, 
entered according to the directions of the 
Censurer.” 
Witness then testified otally—Think Ip d tap 
the bonds Hie day before Brodhead was taken 
sick; next day lie wept to New YorK; I put 
them up about ten o’clock at night; didu’t put 
tho bonds in the little Iron box; had a key to 
the safe part of the time; at other times Brod­ 
head hail it; Charles Brodhead also bad a key 
to it; never had both keys in my possession; 
think I kept tile key because B. was going to 
New York the uext day; don’t recollect wheth­ 
er I opened the safe the next day; never took 
those $25,000 bonds; opened the safe the 
morning the committee came thoro; did not 
then look to see lf the bonds were there; the 
package was not sealed, but tied up with rod 
tape; there were two blotters kept in pencil 
iii the office, and Brodhead would transfer 
from the blotters into Ills regularbooks; noth­ 
ing was said to the committee about the bonds 
being put in tho safe; I most emphatically 
state that I have no knowledge of what be­ 
came of the $25,000 bonds; think I entered 
Brodhead’* office in July, 1871; where a lot of 
bonds went together, we simply marked them 
“ sold, ” without stating the party to whom 
they went; Charles Bray was charged with 
$113,600 worth of bonds; Bruyn acted only as 
agent to send bonds to the Albany .Savings 
Bauk; from the bond book I could not pick 
out the $25,000 which I put in the safe; 
Charles Brodhead was not sworn before Scott 
to my knowledge; did not refuse to disclose 
to Schoonmaker or Cooper anything in rela­ 
tion to the $25,000, or refuse to answer any 
questions they may have asked mo about 
them ; to my recollection they asked m ono 
questions about those bonds. 
Cross-turd mined—In 1872 was a clerk iu 
the Ulster County Bank; 
don’t recollect 
Schoonmaker coming iii there and asking me 
about Hie bonds, and my saying I did not pay 
any attention to them because I suppose*! 
Brodhead had taken thorn to New York; the 
last I saw of the old bond book it was in the 
investigating committee's hands; the old 
bandi)ook contained the charge of $113,000 
boud* against Charles Bray,Cashier; Coykeu- 
dall and Schoonmaker examined the ledger, 
which liook I supiiose virtually was Brodhead’* 
private book; 
“cash-book” 
he called it; 
Chaa. Brodhead wa* taken sick uliout the 
time John was taken sick*; Charles was con­ 
fined to his bcd; think lie continued sick un­ 
til the committee 
finished; Brodhead re­ 
turned home sick the night of tho day he went 
to New York; that was the beginning of his 
last sickness; he was brought to the office to

ent all the while they were examining; on 
several occasions I found Coykendall in there 
alone. 
Ile-Direct Es amination—Don’t know where 
I last saw tile old bond book, iu the safe or 
on the table any way; had no talk with Brod­ 
head a* to what he was going to do with Hie 
925,000 bonds; bood* were generally left un­ 
signed by Brodhead till they were ready for 
sale; think be signed Hie$25,000 IkhkU that 
night just liefore I put them up; put them in 
the safe about IO P. M.; the word “ sold” was 
written on the bonds by Brodhead’* direc­ 
tion.

Made no entries iii the bond 
book after Brodhead wa* taken sick. 
Anthony Denson testified—Am Secretary 
of the Uondout Saving* Bauk, aud do some 
insurance business; been Secretary aud Treas­ 
urer of IE A O. It. It. Co. a* well as a Direc­ 
tor; no money was borrowed by tile Railroad 
Co., to my knowledge, on the $27,000 m ort­ 
gage which Coykendall executed to tho Rail­ 
road C a ; my connection with the company 
ended in .September, 1871. 
Cross- Ecamiii'nl-— No 
arrangem ent 
was 
mail*; lo borrow money upon that mortgage 
to my knowledge. 
The witness wa* exam in­ 
ed at some length regarding hi* knowledge of 
the lamia covered by tho $27,000 m ortgage, 
ami thought that. Hie fair m arket value of the 
whole land covered by Hie mortgage would 
not exceed $15,000. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
(rosi-Ejcaminatkm—l remember taking to 
Coykendall a deed for execution of property 
toO . M. Allaban; think the deed was pre­ 
pared by direction of Board of Director*; Al- 
labati was Vice President, I believe; my un­ 
derstanding wa* that Hie transfer was made 
to Allaban so lie could bandit it and do as he 
pleased; Coykendall refused to execute in that 
way; I dill not rc|R>rt to any of the directors 
that lie refused lo execute, because thereby 
th** company would lose $15,000, nor did I so 
slate to Allaban; I did not represent to Coy­ 
kendall al the time lie executed the mortgage 
that 
the 
pro|R*rty 
was worth 135.000. 
The witness wa* then examined with great 
particularity us to parcels of hunt covered by 
the $27,000 m ortgage; the substance fa-ing 
tin* witness di>l not consider the land worth 
more than $15,000. 
durned ll. Fill and recalled—Don’t recollect 
that either of the committee asked me if any 
watchman was kept in the Treasurer’* office; 
never said no bonds were kept there, or Hist 
they were ail kept at Brodhead'* bouse; be 
fore they were signed by Brodhead they were 
kept outside of tho safe in a tiu box; think 
they had already been signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of .Su|iervisors; the $39,300 were 
exhibited to the committee; the bonds were 
marked “ sold” as fast us I did them ap; 
the $25,000 boud* were marked “ sold " be­ 
fore I left that night; w hen I counted them 
and took a memorandum, I copied that oil on 
the bond book aud marked “ sold;” was so 
directed to do; they were *up|K>*cd lo be sold 
when done up and ready to be taken away; 
don't know whether those particular bond* 
were told or not; think the $39,300 boud* 
were takcu from the office to Brodhead'* 
house by his father-in-law, Abram A. Deyo, 
immediately previous to the investigating 
committee coming there; taken out of the tin 
box aud the box left; don't know why they 
were removed; Brodhead was taken sick a 
few day* before election. 
Cross-Ecaminsd—Pursued the name course 
in reference to Hie $25,000 bond* as I did re­ 
specting other bonds, aud received no special 
instructions about entering these particular 
boud*. 
Jesse Lyon testified that he saw nothing of 
the $25,000 bonds, 
whereupon claim ants’ 
counsel admitted that were all the members 
of the committee called to testify they would 
swear they knew nothing a* to Hie $25,000 
bonds being removed from the office. 
Charles D. Ilrnyn—Am and have beeu an 
officer of the Ulster County Bank for a num­ 
ber of years; I lough t bonds of Brodhead; most 
of the bond* I took were in exchange for other 
bonds that were falling due; think I took some 
that I paid him for; should say I took on ex­ 
change from $50,000 to $75,000; such bonds 
that I got of the new issue I got directly from 
him; took from him August 24, 1871, $22,000 
bouds aud I seut them to 'Albany; they were 
sold a t 101 and interest; I credited Brodhead’* 
account at the bauk with $22,935.04, which 
is deducting $11 express charges to Albany. I 
received no commission; I would have been 
willing to have sojd bouds at not to exceed 
one per cent, from summer of 1870 to fail of 
1871; think the bonds sold at Albany brought 
two lier cent, premium; the transaction was 
with the Commercial Bank; I understood they 
bought them for Hie savings bank. 
C ross- Ex a rn hied—When Brodhead deliver­ 
ed the bonds to me I was behind the bank 
counter; when Ulster county bouds were first 
issued I think they sold for from about 85 to 
90; in 1809 there was no difficulty in selling a 
reasonable amount of bonds at {tar. 
The case wa§ then amounted until 9 o’clock 
Thursday morning.

Londnn, Feb. 25.—The War Office has re­ 
ceived no report of a battle said lo have oc­ 
curred lietween Sir Garnet Wolseley's army 
and Hie Ashantees, but an unofficial though 
circumstantial dispatch, has reached Hie Ad­ 
miralty Office th a t a battle was fought at 
Acroomboo January 3lst, not Coomassie, a* 
reported.

It is imagin 
that the kind of knowledge created and fo 
mulated by the constant and universal pryin 
of men into hitherto unexplored mysteries ii 
in seme way inimical to the growth of rever 
eneefor the Supremo Being and consequently’ 
damaging to the influence of those practical 
systems of salvation and spiritual culture 
which have been set up. The only rational 
ground for such a fear as this would be the 
production on the part of science of a de­ 
graded or materialized habit of thought in the 
minds of men at large. Now, in the few sen­ 
tences which it is possible for us to devote to 
to the point at issue, we desire to say that 
this is not the tendency of recent knowledge.

No nation was ever 
so materialistic and beastly as j.lie Jews un­ 
der Moses, and none so ignorant of “ science.” 
The whole case is not hard to understand; 
when men please to be wicked, 110 creed will 
help them—when they care to be good, ^every 
atom of knowledge is of use to them. If the 
over-zealous defenders of the Bible would dis­ 
turb themselves less about their pet interpre­ 
tations and leave its. main truths to justify 
themselves or fall, there would come a time of 
mighty comfort in the churches, and a valu­ 
able saving of breath and printers’ ink. This 
is the most spiritual, the most progressive, 
the most religious, the most philanthropic age 
that ever was; and every new fact coaxed 
down from the stars, dug out of the earth, 
cut out of the human body, is a pebble in the 
pavement of the city of all saints.

W ashinoto.v, Feb. 25. 
The Senate resumed the consideration of 
the bill to equalize the distribution ol curren­ 
cy, the pending motion being that of Buck­ 
ingham to recommit the bill to the Finance 
Committee, with the instructions agreed up­ 
on, directing the committee to report in fav.or 
of increasing the volume of national bank 
currency to $400,000,000. 
The discussion was continued by Merrimon, 
Sherman and Allison. Morton and Schurz 
became involved in a personal discussion, in 
which both were called to order by the Chair 
for unparliamentary language and wound up 
by a mutual disclaimer of intention to ofiend, 
both speaking in a Pickwickian sense, 
The CHAIR laid before the Senate a message 
of the President in regard to the Centennial 
Exhibition. Ordered printed and to lay on the 
table. 
The Senate went into executive session. 
After a short time the doors were reopened 
and the Senate adjourned. 
h o u se. 
The House at half-past one resumed 
consideration of the franking bill. 
Mr. COBB of Kansas supported the bill, for 
one reason, that it was the only means of 
keeping the people informed of lhe acts of 
their representatives in Congress. If there was 
to be no opportunity for this except through 
reporters for newspapers tlieu the source "of 
power was in the hands of the gentlemen 
the gallery and not in the hands of the mem­ 
bers themselves. 
Mr. WARD of Illinois opposed the bill be­ 
cause the Philadelphia Convention and local 
Republican conventions had declared against 
the franking privilege and lie bad not learned 
that any considerable body of citizens favored 
its restoration. 
Mr. WILLIAMS of Massachusetts had been 
a disciple of Horace Greeley for many years 
and from him had imbibed the spirit of oppo­ 
sition to franking privileges. 
He had been 
one of tin' most fierce workers in its abolition. 
His later experience 011 the Postal and other 
committees had revolutionized liis opinions 
and now lie favored the bill under considera­ 
tion. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts favored the 
bill in lengthy remarks, in which lie paid his 
compliments to the newspapers in his usual 
manner. 
At the close of Butler’s remarks Mr. PACK­ 
ER ot Pennsylvania, wlip lias charge of the 
bill, demanded the previous question, refusing 
to admit any amendment except a substitute 
otlered by Hale of New York to repeal the 
law which abolishes the franking privilege. 
The previous question was seconded—112 
to 64. The vote on ordering the main ques­ 
tion was taken by yeas and navs and resulted 
in yeas 126, nays 117, the Democrats almost 
uniformly voting in the negative. 
Further action on the bill went over till to­ 
morrow and then at 4.45 o’clock the House 
took a recess. The evening session is to be 
for the consideration of the bill to revise the 
statutes.

office; there were not vouchers to all the 
items; so far as the report shows I presume 
there were vouchers; F. J. Ilecker was my 
clerk, and lie made most of the entries upon 
the bond book: I examined the coupons in the 
aggregate; Mr. Uasbronck’s report shows 
there was paid by kirn in 1873, of coupons 
falling due March 1st, 1870, $140; March 1st, 
1871, .$238; March 1st, 1872, $665; I pre­ 
sume those represent hona Pido cash pay­ 
ments; unless they were he couldn’t get cred­ 
it by the Board of Supervisors 011 his account; 
don’t think the investigating committee came 
to the conclusion at one time to report 
an over-issue of bonds, but they came 
to the conclusion the whole amount 
had been sold; I did not say to Po­ 
land, “We can get along without you, and we 
can help ourselves to whatever wo want out 
of this safe;” when we came there I don't re­ 
member Tuthill saying that Foland would help 
us to anything out of the safe, and that I said 
I didn’t want him; don't remember takin 
anything out of the safe; it was not usual for 
me to gel back there some time before the rest 
of the committee at the noon recess, and be 
there alone; the committee dined together,as 
I recollect, and most of the. committee went 
back together; don’t think there was any time 
I went in there alone; during the investigation 
Brodhead was sick, and I saw him personally 
ouce; met Dr. Eitinge there once; went to 
Brodliead’s at the request of some gentlemen, 
and f there said Brodhead's delicie ncy was 
large, and if lie had securities of any kind, 
that even were his deficiency $300,000,1 would 
furnish the money if securities of anywhere 
near the value were placed in my hands; I 
would pay the money over to the county, and 
keep him in his position; I made that offer to 
Brodhead in presence of Dr. Eitinge and 
another person; when I became Treasurer, I 
refused to take any notes of hand, being ad 
vised that I had 110 legal right to take them, 
but I made an arrangement by which certain 
notes were cashed by Cornell, and the money 
transferred to the credit of the county; I be 
lievc Mr. Schoomnaker made the entire ex­ 
amination of the trust fund; can’t tell the 
amount of interest on Ulster county bonded 
debt in the year 1870; cannot tell whether 
any of the principal was paid or not; don’t 
remember whether any part of the principal 
was extinguished March 1st, 1871; the princi 
pal of the bonded debt March 1 was $1,421,- 
500, and the principal debt had increased, I 
believe,on the first of March, 1872; the amount 
appropriated by the Board for the payment of 
taxes on the bonded debt for 1872, and one or 
two years prior thereto, was $99,505,1 believe; 
there was a certain amount received from 
Brodhead, and from that fund it was under 
stood that the bonds which were falling due 
were to be paid, and the accrued interest on 
the new bond issue was to lie paid; the coun­ 
ty appropriated the same amount they hud 
for years. There wa3 appropriated a certain 
amount ftotn the New Bond Account, and 
transferred to the interest account. 
lie-Direct— 111 the large safe was an iron 
box about 12 by 16 in front, and 12 inches 
deep; 1 believe it was not open except Folamj 
opened and closed it again. The committee 
had 110 key to it, to my knowledge. There 
were before tlio committee 110 securities ex­ 
cept the county bonds, and these were can­ 
celled and of no value. No money was pro­ 
duced before the committee to be couuted. 
Mr. Webster examined the entries upon the 
New Bond book,5and reported that he found 
it correct. E. C. Litchfield is in bankruptcy, 
and E. B. Litchfield is reputed to be insol­ 
vent; E. B. lives in Brooklyn, t believe the 
R. & O. R. R. are insolvent, an 1 not able to 
pay their debts. 
Re-Cross—County bonds uncancelled would 
be negotiable by delivery; 110 checks or notes 
endorsed in blank were produced before the 
committee, to my recollection. Called upon 
Brodhead just previous to the committee’s 
commencing work; knew there was a defici­ 
ency in his account by common rumor only. 
The coupons I paid are in the Treasurer’s of­ 
fice, I.believe; none were destroyed during 
my term. Don’t know that it was reported at 
a public meeting the Litchfields were worth 
nine or seven million dollars. I heard gen­ 
tlemen estimate them worth that amount. 
Re-direct—The coupons were cancelled by 
being punched. 
R*-Vross—The Brodhead coupons were ex­ 
amined by the committee, and cancelled after 
the amount liad been determined and allowed 
by the committee. 
The coupons were al­ 
ways cancelled, so far as I know. 
James R. Foland—During the summer and 
Fall of 1871 I was clerk In Treasurer’s office; 
was sworn and examined in the Brodhead ref­ 
erence as to the $25,000 in bonds claimed to 
have been lost or stolen. 
It was admitted that the witness testified 
before Referee Scott, among other things, as 
follows: “ Recollect that Brodhead let me 
count a lot of bonds, take the numbers, and 
do them up; think there were $25,000 of 
them; I counted aud tied them up and put 
them in the safe, as lie told me I should; nev­ 
er did anything else with them; never saw 
them again to my knowledge, or heard any­ 
thing about them uutll Brodhead was sick; 
he then asked me about them; I was not al­ 
ways present when the committee were inves­ 
tigating; the doors were not kept locked; the 
$39,300 bonds not signed were at Brodhead’s 
house; before the bonds were signed they 
were ail entered in a book, commencing with 
the $1,000 bonds, each series by itself; there 
was 110 record kept; when sold they were 
marked sold on the book; when I took the 
bonds I wrote opposite each number “sold;” 
the entries in the book, where "exchanged” 


Treasurer.” 
Witness tlieu testified oially—Thiuk I pdtup 
the bonds the day before Brodhead was taken 
sick; next day he went to New YorK; I put 
them up about ten o’clock at night; didu’t put 
the bonds in tbe little iron box; had a key to 
tbe safe part of the time; at other times Brod­ 
head had it; Charles Brodhead also had a key 
to it; never had both keys in my possession; 
think I kept tbe key because B. was going to 
New York the next day; don’t recollect wheth­ 
er I opened the safe tbe next day; never took 
those $25,000 bonds; opened the safe the 
morning the committee came there; did not 
then look to see if the bonds were there; the 
package was not sealed, but tied up with red 
tape; there were two blotters kept in pencil 
in the office, and Brodhead would transfer 
from the blottera into his regular books; noth­ 
ing was said to the committee about the bonds 
being put in the safe; I most emphatically 
state that I have no knowledge of what be­ 
came of the $25,000 bonds; think I entered 
Brodhead’s office in July, 1871; where a lot of 
bonds went together, we simply marked them 
“ sold, ” without stating the party to whom 
they went; Charles Bray was charged with 
$113,600 worth of bonds; Bruyn acted only as 
agent to send bonds to the Albany Savings 
Bank; from the bond book I could not pick 
out the $25,000 which I put in the safe; 
Charles Brodhead was not sworn before Scott 
to my knowledge; did not refuse to disclose 
to Schoonmaker or Cooper anything in rela­ 
tion to the $25,000, or refuse to answer any 
questions they may have asked mo about 
them; to my recollection they asked me 110 
questions about those bonds. 
Cross-Examined—la 1872 was a clerk 
the Ulster County Bank; don’t recollect 
Schoopmaker coming in there and asking me 
about the bonds, and my saying I did not pay 
any attention to thorn because I supposed 
Brodhead had taken them to New York; the 
last I saw of the old bond book it was in the 
investigating committee’s hands; the old 
bond "book contained the charge of $113,600 
bonds against Charles Bray,Cashier; Coykeu- 
dall and Schoonmaker examiued the ledger, 
which book I suppose virtually was Brodhead’s 
private book; “cash-book” he called it 
Chas. Brodhead was taken sick about the 
time John was taken sick*; Charles was con 
lined to his bed; think he continued sick un 
til the committee finished; Brodhead re 
turned home sick the night of the day lie went 
to New York; that was the beginning of his 
last sickness; lie was brought to the office to 
open the small safe; lie didn’t succeed; used 
to go to Brodhead’s house while sick; he was 
delirious, and was asking about the bonds and 
in order to quiet him I would tell him they 
were all right; I supposed then that lie hud 
taken them to New York; when the commit­ 
tee came there Coykendall allowed that the 
committee were capable of makiug tbe exam­ 
ination for themselves; I took it to mean that 
they didn’t need my assistance; was not pres­ 
ent all the while they were examining; 011 
several occasions I found Coykendall in there 
alone. 
Re-Dirccl Examination—Don’t know where 
I last saw the old bond book, in tbe safe or 
011 the table any way; had no talk with Brod­ 
head as to what he was going to do with the 
$25,000 bonds; bonds were generally left un­ 
signed by Brodhead till they were ready for 
sale; think he signed the$25,000 bonds that 
night just before I put them up; put them in 
the safe about 10 P. M.; the word “ sold” was 
written on the bonds by Brodhead’s direc­ 
tion.Re-Cross—Made no entries in the bond 
book after Brodhead was taken sick. 
Anthony Benson testified—Am Secretary 
of the Rondout Savings Bank, and do some 
insurance business; been Secretary and Treas­ 
urer of R. & O. R. It. Co. as well as a Direc­ 
tor; 110 money was borrowed by the Railroad 
Co., to my knowledge, on the $27,000 mort­ 
gage which Coykendall executed to the Rail­ 
road Co.; my connection with the company 
ended in September, 1871. 
Cross-Examined—No arrangement was 
made to borrow money upon that mortgage 
to my knowledge. The witness was examin­ 
ed at some length regarding his knowledge of 
the lands covered by the $27,000 mortgage, 
and thought that, the fair market value of the 
whole land covered by the mortgage would 
not exceed $15,000. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Cross-Examination—I remember taking to 
Coykendall a deed for execution of property 
to O. M. Aliaban; think the deed was pre­ 
pared by direction of Board of Directors; Al­ 
iaban was Vice President, I believe; my un­ 
derstanding was that the transfer was made 
to Aliaban so lie could handle it and do as lie 
pleased; Coykendall refused to execute in that 
way; I did not report to any of the directors 
that lie refused 10 execute, because thereby 
the company would lose $45,000, nor did I so 
state to Aliaban; I did not represent to Coy- 
kendall at the time lie executed the mortgage 
that the property was worth $35,000. 
The witness was then examined with great 
particularity as to parcels of land covered by 
the $27,000 mortgage; the substance being 
the witness did not consider the land worth 
more than $15,000. 
James R. Folarnl recalled—Don’t recollect 
that either of the committee asked me if any 
watchman was kept in the Treasurer’s office; 
never said 110 bonds were kept there, or that 
they were all kept at Brodhead’s house; be­ 
fore they were signed by Brodhead they were 
kept outside of the safe in a tin box; think 
they had already been signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors; the $39,300 were 
exhibited to the committee; the bonds were 
marked “ sold” as fast as 1 did them up 
the $25,000 bouds were marked “ sold ” be­ 
fore I left that night; when I counted them 
and took a memorandum, I copied that oil on 
the bond book and marked “ sold;” was so 
directed to do; they were supposed to be sold 
when done up and ready to be taken away; 
don’t know whether those particular bonds 
were sold or not; think the $39,300 bonds 
were taken from the office to Brodhead’s 
house by his father-in-law, Abram A. Deyo, 
immediately previous to the investigating 
committee coming there; taken out of the tin 
box and the box left; don’t know why they 
were removed; Brodhead was taken sick a 
few days before election. 
Cross-Examined—Pursued the same course 
iu reference to the $25,000 bonds as I did re 
specting other bonds, and received no special 
instructions about entering these particular 
bonds. 
Jesse Lyon testified that he saw nothing of 
the $25,000 bonds, whereupon claimants’ 
couusel admitted that were all the members 
of the committee called to testify they would 
swear they kuew nothing as to the $25,000 
bonds being removed from the office. 
Charles D. Bruyn—Am and have been an 
officer of the Ulster County Bank for a num­ 
ber of yeará; bought bonds of Brodhead; most 
of the bond3 I took were in exchange for other 
bonds that were falling due; think I took some 
that I paid him for; should say I took on ex­ 
change from $50,000 to $75,000; such bonds 
that I got of the new issue I got directly from 
him; took from him August 24, 1871, $22,000 
bonds and I sent them to'Albany; they were 
sold at 101 and interest; I credited Brodhead’s 
account at the bauk with $22,935.04, which 
is deducting $11 express charges to Albany. I 
received no commission; I would have been 
willing to have sojd bonds at not to exceed 
one per cent, from summer oí 1870 to fail of 
1871; think the bonds sold at Albany brought 
two per cent, premium; the transaction was 
with the Commercial Bank; I understood they 
bought tbem for the savings bank. 
Cross-Examined—When Brodhead deliver­ 
ed the bonds to me I was behind the bank 
counter; when Ulster county bonds were first 
issued I think they sold for from about 85 to 
90; in 1869 there was no difficulty ¡11 selling a 
reasonable amount of bonds at par. 
The case wag then adjourned until 9 o’clock 
Thursday morning.

Londnn, Feb. 25.—The War Office has re­ 
ceived no report of a battle said to have oc­ 
curred between Sir Garnet Wolseley’s army 
and the A9hantees, but an unofficial though 
circumstantial dispatch, has reached the Ad­ 
miralty Office that a battle was fought at 
Acroomboo January 31st, not Coomassie, as 
reported. Among the killed are Major Baird 
and Captain Buckle. 
A special dispatch to the Standard says the 
Asliantees entirely surrounded the British 
army, but were eventually driven oft with 
great loss. The principal war chief of the 
Asliantees was killed. The King lias taken 
command in person and it was expected ho 
would renew the attack. February 5th was 
tbe date decided upon for the storming of Coo­ 
massie by Gen. Wolseley’s forces. 
L ondon, Feb. 25.—Further details of the 
battle between Sir Garnet Wolseley and the 
Ashautees say t lie latter fought desperately, 
the fight lasting from 6 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing until 7 P. M. Seventeen British officers 
were killed or wounded. The naval brigade, 
445 strong, lost 39 man, the rifle brigade 26, 
engineers 38. The loss of the native allies is 
unknown, but was very heavy. The commu­ 
nication of the British forces with the rear is 
threatened. It is believed that another large 
force of Asliantees are approaching Coomassie 
from the southwest.

Mr. WOOD1N renewed his motion to* lili the 
blank in Section 10 with $3,500, t he annual 
salary for each Assessor, lie called attention 
to the additional duties imposed by the pres­ 
ent law on the Assessors, and bold that tlio 
amount proposed was only a fair compensa­ 
tion.Mr. WOODIN accepted the amendment of 
Mr. LOWERY, fixing the salary of the Assess­ 
ors at $2,500 and $600 for traveling expenses 
and the motion to fill the blank at that sum 
was carried. The bill was then ordered to 
third reading. 
The Senate then went into executive sos 
sion, and 011 coming out adjourned until 11 
A. M. to-morrow. 
ASSEMBLY. 
THIRD READING OF BILLS. 
In relation to county treasurers. 
Mr. VEDDER moved to recommit with in­ 
structions to strike out the tenth section 
which provides that no Treasurer shall be eli 
gible lor re-election until three years after the 
expiration of his term. 
Mr. LINCOLN said the bill in the main had 
many excellent features, but lie very much 
doubted whether it ought to pass in its pres 
eut form. 
He would, therefore, offer an 
amendment making it take ellect on the firs 
of January, 1876. This lie offered to compro 
mise between the treasurers and the people. 
It would be giving notice.to those who are to 
bo elected what they may expect, and 
trusted that it would prevent the entire do 
feat of the bill. 
Mr. GRIFFIN thought the money might 
well remain in tho hands of the treasurers as 
to go to all these banks, lie did not see the 
necessity of giving the Supervisors so much 
power over the treasurers. The latter were as 
likely to be trustworthy as the former, and lie 
thought there had been fur more defalcations 
among the banks than among the treasur­ 
ers.The ayes and noes were called for on Mr. 
Lincoln’s motion, and it was lost, 26 to 79. 
Mr. SLOAN spoke in favor of the motion to 
strike out the tenth section. 
The Treasurer 
of his own county possessed the unlimited 
confidence of tho people, and if the sentiment 
of the people ot the county was taken it 
would be four to one in favor of retaining 
him. If this section is retained, the bill was 
in danger of being lost, and he should regret 
such a result,as many features of the bill were 
in his opinion excellent and desirable. 
Mr. CALAHAN renewed the amendment he 
made in Committee of tlio Whole to exempt 
the county of Kings, as it would result in seri­ 
ous complications in that county, and in its 
present form would certainly be unjust. If it 
was designed to apply the principle to Kings 
county, it ought to be done by a special bill. 
He was in favor of tho bill as it applied to tho 
rest of the state, but it would not, in the 
present condition of affairs, apply to Kings 
county. 
Mr. CALAIIAN’S motion was lost. 
Mr. VEDDER'S motion to recommit with 
instructions to strike out the enacting clause 
was also lost, 34 to 51. 
The question recurring 011 the motion of 
Mr. Miller to recommit with instructions to 
strike out the enacting clause, it was lost by a 
rica voce vole.

Demetrius D. De Silva being sw'orn said: I 
reside in Hardenbergh; am a farmer; on the 
morning of Feb. 23d deceased was getting 
breakfast ready aud I was in lite barn with 
Moses Kettle; noticed her looking very cross 
and asked lier what was the matter, when she 
commenced crying and said, “ You’re always 
away from home and abusing me;” told her 
I was not gone from home more limn necessa­ 
ry, and silo thou went to tile barn; I sent a 
boy to the barn to call lier; when lie came 
back he told me she was fixing a pole and 
tying straps to it; went to Hie barn and saw 
her fixing a strap to a pole ami asked lier, 
"Sarah, 
what makes you 
act 
so? 
Tim 
neighbors are coming to the house;” left tho 
barn and she followed n.e; she took lier baby 
and went into the next room,and coming back 
she said she wished sin* was out of the world, 
and commenced to cry; about IO A. M. I got 
ready and started for the woods to mark logs; 
deceased was then washing lier feet in Hie 
kitchen, and she said to me, “I wish yon 
would not go away;” went and marked some 
logs and coming back toward Hie house I 
heard Whitman Abbey call out, “Sarah Jane 
has killed herself;" upon entering Hie house I 
found ber lying in Hie kitchen upon Hie floor 
on lier back, with a revolver lying at lier rigid 
side; there were some school children in Hie 
room with lier; she was then dead, and blood 
was on lier dress at the left breast. 
Robert D. Close being sworn said: I am a 
brother of deceased and reside in the town of 
Hardenbergh; saw deceased alive last on 
Sunday afternoon; was telling lier I thought 
of going to Stamford the next summer to 
work, when slit* remarked she did uot like to 
have me going away from home so far; she 
then asked me if sometimes I didn’t get tired 
of life, aud I told lier “ No;” site then said sin* 
was tired of living; saw nothing wrong about 
the house to cause lier dejection. 
William J. De Silva, Jr., lieing sworn said: 
Am a brother to husband of deceased; have 
(or the past three months resided in their 
house; am unmarried; never saw deceased 
dejected nor abused by anybody; saw deceased 
alive last on Sunday; on Monday morning I 
was at my father's bouse at Middletown; lift 
my father'd house a little after l l A. M., Feb. 
23d,to come to house of deceased; when near 
the house saw a little boy going toward Hie 
house; he was crying; I went to Ute house 
and entering the front door, saw Hie kitchen 
open and deceased lying oil the floor; thought 
she had fainted an I got some water to 
sprinkle on lier face, aud raising her head no­ 
ticed a hole iii tho breast of lier dress and 
s>me Moo I also; saw a pistol lying at her 
side; her heart was still beating; spoke to 
deceased, but she did not answer; then went 
to the door and called for help; there was no­ 
body in the room, nor in Hie kitchen; the 
bubo was in the crib asleep. 
O. M. Allah,rn lasing sworn sail: 
I arn 
a practicing physician residing iii Margaret­ 
ville. 
I have examined Hie body of Sarah 
Jane De Silva and find a gun-shot or pistol 
wound, Hie ball entering al>out two inches to 
the left of the median line, just below her left 
breast, and passing upward uud outward in 
the[directioii of Hie heart and large arteries, 
without doubt producing death. 
Vr.RDICT. 
That the said Surah Jane De Silva came to 
lier death by a pistol shot wound iii lier breast, 
and that she came to lier death by her own 
hands and uot otherwise. 
Tile following is a copy of a letter found in 
the house of deceased, and in lier own hand* 
writing; 
Uncle Be s:—The reason why I kill myself 
Demetrius misuses me so I don’t want to live. 
Look after my children that they don’t get 
misused.

The woman who thus, by her own band, 
ended lier life was the wife of a farmer in com­ 
fortable circumstances, and only about twen­ 
ty-six years of age, very prepossesing iii ap­ 
pearance and the mother of a young family. 
By some of her neighbors, who are acquaint­ 
ed with the story of lier life, it is sapwood she 
inherited insanity from lier father, who was, 
many years ago, a wealthy aud somewhat 
noted gentleman iii 
Hardenbergh, 
Sands 
by 
name, with the title of Colonel pre­ 
fixed. 
Colonel 
Sands 
was 
a 
widower, 
aud he had a young woman named Dela- 
nuter 
for u 
housekeeper. 
The 
woman 
Delamater, while living as the Colonel's house­ 
keeper, became en acute without being mar- 
ried, aud as events afterward proved, Colonel 
Sands paid a large sum of money to a young 
man iii the neighborhood to run away for the 
purpose of causing people to sup|>oso lie was 
Hie father of Miss Dclamuter's expected baby. 
Before 
Miss Delamater became a motlier, 
Colonel Sands, then a man of more than fifty 
years, married a young woman, when the 
young man whom be had paid to run away 
returned and told the story of the fraud. 
The 
denouement so chagrined tho Colonel that lie 
was noticed at times to act strangely, an i lie 
eventually ended his life by catting a hole 
through the ice on the Delaware River and 
drowning himself therein. 
Mrs. De .Silva, who has so lately committed 
suicide, is said to lie the daughter of the above

A SAD HISTORY. 


Salcido of a Y oung H a rrie d W om an 
in H atdcnbcrgli. 
Coroner Charles Stephan of this city re­ 
ceived a telegram on Monday night summon­ 
ing him to the residence of Demetrius D. Da­ 
Silva in the town of Hardenbergh to hold an 
inquest on the body of Sara Jane De Silva, 
wife of Demetrius D. De Silva, who had com­ 
mitted suicide on Monday about 11 A. M. by 
shooting herself through the left breast with 
a 8eveu shooting [revolver. 
The coroner 
reached the late residence of the deceased at 
3 P. M. on Tuesday and immediately impan- 
nelled a jury, the following being the proceed­ 
ings thereof: 
, Demetrius D. De Silva being swforn said: I 
reside in Hardenbergh; am a farmer; on the 
morning of Feb. 23d deceased was getting 
breakfast ready and I was in the barn with 
Moses Kettle; noticed her looking very cross 
and asked her what was the matter, when she 
commenced crying and said, “ You’re always 
away from home and abusing me;” told her 
I was not gone from home more than necessa­ 
ry, and she then went to the barn; I sent a 
boy to the barn to call her; when he came 
back he told me she was fixing a pole and 
tying straps to it; went to the barn and saw 
her fixing a strap to a pole and asked her, 
“Sarah, 
what makes you act 
so? 
The 
neighbors are coming to the house;” left the 
barn and she followed me; she took her baby 
and went into the next room,and coming back 
she said she wished she was out of the world, 
and commenced to cry; about 10 A. M. I got 
ready and started for the woods to mark logs; 
deceased was then washing her feet in the 
kitchen, aud she said to me, “I wish you 
would not go away;” went aud marked some 
logs and coming back toward the house I 
heard Whitman Abbey call out, “Sarah Jane 
has killed herself;” upon entering the house I 
found her lying in the kitchen upon the floor 
on her back, with a revolver lying at her right 
side; there were some school children in the 
room with her; she was then dead, and blood 
was on her dress at the lelt breast. 
Robert D. Close being sworn said: I am a 
brother of deceased and reside in the town of 
Hardenbergh; saw deceased alive last on 
Sunday afternoon; was telling her I thought 
of going to Stamford the next summer to 
work, when she remarked she did not like to 
have me going away from home so far; she 
then asked me if sometimes I didn’t get tired 
of life, and I told her “ No;” she then said she 
was tired of living; saw nothing wrong about 
the house to cause her dejection. 
William J. De Silva, Jr., being sworn said: 
Am a brother to husband of deceased; have 
for the past three montli3 resided in their 
house; am unmarried; never saw deceased 
dejected nor abased by anybody; saw deceased 
alive last on Sunday; on Monday morning I 
wa3 at my father’s house at Middletowu; left 
my father’s house a little after 11 A. M., Feb. 
23d,to come to house of deceased; when noar 
the house saw a little boy going toward the 
honso; lie was crying; I went to the bouse 
and entering the front door, saw the kitchen 
open and deceased lying on the floor; thought 
she had fainted and got some water to 
sprinkle on her face, and raising her head no­ 
ticed a hole in the breast of her dress and 
S)me blood also; saw a pistol lying at her 
side; her heart was still beating; spoke to 
deceased, but she did not answer; then went 
to the door and called for help; there was no­ 
body in the room, nor in tlie kitchen; the 
babe was in the crib asleep. 
O. M. Aliaban being sworn said: 
I am 
a practicing physician residing in Margaret- 
ville. 
1 have examined the body of Sarah 
Jane De Silva and find a gun-shot or pistol 
wound, the ball entering about two inches to 
the left of the median line, just below her left 
breast, and passing upward and outward in 
R edirection of the heart and large arteries, 
without doubt producing death. 


VERDICT. 
That the said Sarah Jane De Silva came to 
her death by a pistol shot wound in her breast, 
and that she came to her death by her own 
hands and not otherwise. 
The following is a copy of a letter found in 
the house of deceased, and in her own hand­ 
writing; 
U ncle Be n :—The reason why I kill myself 
Demetrius misuses me so I don’t want to live. 
Look after my children that they don’t get 
misused. 
Sarah. 
The woman who thus, by her own hand, 
ended her life was the wife of a farmer in com­ 
fortable circumstances, and only about twen­ 
ty-six years of age, very preposseslng in ap­ 
pearance and the mother of a young family. 
By some of her neighbors, who are acquaint­ 
ed with the story of her life, it is supposed she 
inherited insanity from her father, who was, 
many years ago, a wealthy and somewhat 
noted gentleman in 
Hardenbergh, 
Sands 
by 
name, with the title of Colonel pre­ 
fixed. 
Colonel 
Sands 
was 
a 
widower, 
aud he had a young woman named Dela- 
maler 
for a 
housekeeper. 
The 
woman 
Delamater, while living as the Colonel’s house­ 
keeper, became enciente without being mar­ 
ried, and as events afterward proved, Colonel 
Sands paid a large sum of money to a young 
man in the neighborhood to run away for the 
purpose of causing people to suppose he was 
the father of Miss Delamater’s expected baby. 
Before Miss Delamater became a mother, 
Colonel Sands, then a man of more than fifty 
years, married a young woman, when the 
young man whom he had paid to run away 
returned and told the story of the fraud. 
The 
denouement so chagrined the Colonel that he 
was noticed at times to act strangely, aiul he 
eventually ended Ills life by catting a hole 
through the ice on the Delaware River and 
drowning himself therein. 
Mrs. De Silva,’ who has so lately committed 
suicide, is said tobe the daughter of the above 
mentioned 
MiS3 
Delamater 
and Colonel 
Sands. 


T ow n Hondfj in Aid of R a ilro a d — A 
Decision o rim p o rtau ce in tills Lo­ 
cality . 
The Court of Appeals of this state has very 
recently rendered a decisión in the case of 
Jenkins vs. the Town of Duanesburgh, rela­ 
tive to the validity of the town bonds in aid of 
railroads, which settles some important ques­ 
tions pertaining to the issue of said bonds by 
the towns in this locality. 
The points passed 
upon are stated by the Albany correspondent 
of the Mouticello Republican a3 follows: 
First, that the law under which the bonds 
were issued is constitutional. 
This is perhaps 
the ¡controlling question. 
Second, that the 
exchange by the commissioners of the bonds 
of the town for the stock of the railroad was 
valid aud legitimate. 
Third, that a legalizing 
act is valid. 
Fourth, that railroads are pub­ 
lic institutions in the same sense that high­ 
ways are, and come within the right of emi­ 
nent domain. 
Fifth, that it being competent 
for the Legislature to authorize a tax upon 
the people in aid of such improvements, it 
follows as an incident to sucli power that the 
town through its proper officers can borrow 
money on its credit, and issue bonds therefor 
to be paid by future taxaliou.

other, which, so far as we can ascertain, has 
not a particle of foundation.— Kingston A r­ 
gus. 
The project to which the Argus alludes was 
at first to start a new weekly Democratic pa­ 
per. 
It has since, we learn, taken the shape 
of a daily. So far as The Freeman is concern­ 
ed it wishes it success. 
Inasmuch as the Ar­ 
gus man knew nothing of either project until 
after he had read the item in The Freeman 
and then flew around towu like a hen with 
her head cut oil' to find out something, thus 
pretending to know that it has been under 
consideration for some time, is extremely 
amusing. And to pretend that it springs from 
the course of The Freeman is still more amus­ 
ing. 
The Freeman has never pretended to be 
a Democratic paper; it has never asked for 
Democratic support, and it has never had it. 
The Argus, however, has never omitted an 
opportunity to beg such support, it has been 
perfectly gorged with it; and if a new Demo­ 
cratic weekly or a Democratic daily is started, 
the probabilities are very strong that the Ar­ 
gus will no longer have such support.
